On February 16 and 29, 1960, NY 694-S* conferred, 
in -Prague,, with <^RJ)-ftgM5tti}f9EV, Editor of the "World Marxist 
Review 1 ' and also a member of the Central Committee of the CPSU. 

At a meeting in RUMYANTSEVAS office, the latter 
told the informant that he considers the magazine ("World 
Marxist Review") in the U. S. most important and that every 
effort should be made to increase its circulation there to 
even a wider range of readers. It should be available at 
libraries, universities, and to serious students throughout 
the United States. He said that,, unfortunately, the circulation 
is limited, but that he understood the handicaps involved, such 
as State Department regulations, mailing of material to readers., 
and the general Situation in the CP,USA, which, at the moment, 
is not of assistance to the circulation of the "World Marxist 
Review." 


RUMYANTSEV said that he saw, however, a change for 
the Party in the. U. S., since the. visit of KHRUSHCHEV* A good 
example was the recent TV interview of GUS HALL and the radio 
broadcasting of the convention proceedings of the American 
Party* 


He said ft was true fhat there was not an overwhelming 
acceptance of .these programs, but that, nevertheless, it was a 
happy event, and most important that at this time the leader of 
the American Party could be televised to twenty million viewers . 

RUMIANTSEV also^pressed pleasure at the fact that in 
recent weeks a "Hollywood 10 writer" (reference is probably, to 
DALTON TRUMBO), who was ostracized and persecuted in the days 
of Me earthy, was reported in the press as having written an 
important script to be made into a movie picture. 

In a subsequent meeting at RUMYANTSEV's office on the 
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same date, there were present RUMYANTSEV, his assistant, ALEXEI 
MATREEVICH, and CHAO-YI-MIN, who is an Assistant Editor of the 
"World Marxist Review," and also the representative of the 
Chinese CP to the ''World Marxist Review." CHAO, furthermore, 
is a "candidate" member of the Central. Committee of the CP of 
China. 


NY 694-S* initiated the conversation, by extending 
to the entire group the greetings of the new General Secretary, 
of the CP,USA, GUS HALL, arid of the other members of the CP,tJSA 
Secretariat. 

The informant advised them that they would receive 
an article for publication in the "World Marxist Review" 
written by EUGENE DENNIS, that this article was being sent to 
them- without comment, and that, if any changes should be made 
therein, the CP,USA should be advised immediately, since the 
article had' already been set up in a galley form for publication 
in. "Political Affairs." RUMYANTSEV expressed pleasure that such 
an article by DENNIS had been sent to them, He said that 
actually the article had arrived on that very morning, and that 
as yet he had not had, a chance to have it translated. He said 
that, he was sure that any article coming from the CP,USA, 
particularly from EUGENE DENNIS, was meet important and would be 
most welcome. 

RUMYANTSEV suggested, however, that it would be best 
if both printings of the DENNIS article be made at the same time. 
He said that if by some chance it was planned to print the article 
in "Political Affairs" in the -March issue of that magazine, it 
would perhaps be wise to delay such printing until the April 
issue, which would coincide with the date, of the printing in 
the "World Marxist Review." 

NY 694-S* told RUMYANTSEV that he could give him no 
guarantees with respect to wheii the article would be printed 
in "Political Affairs" and said that he would, however, notify 
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the CP,USA as soon as possible with respect to RUMYANTSEV'S 
request. He .felt that if there were time, the CP,USA would 
be pleased to conform with RUMYANTSEV 1 s suggestion. 

It was agreed that NY 694-S* and the 'World Marxist 
Review" staff named above would.meet again before the informant 
would leave for the United States. It was understood that at 
that later date the DENNIS article would have been translated 
and RUMYANTSEV would be in a position to inform NY 694-S* con¬ 
cerning any suggested changes' in the DENNIS article. 

On- the informant's return, to Prague on February 29, 

I960, he was notified by ALEXEI MATREEVICH that RUMYANTSEV 
and another of his- chief assistants, (FNU) TKATSHENKO, would 
like tp confer with- the. informant as soon as possible and would- 
cpme to the iattjgg'^Jjg^.^ talk with him there. RUMYANTSEV 
and MATREEVICH/came to the informant' s hotel and. the informant. j 

was told that the DENNIS article had been translated and was 
considered to be most timely and important. However, they stated, 
that, by reas.oh. of the fact that the article was 39 pages in 
length, it was much too long. They said, since time is of the 
essence, did the informant have the authprity- to- authorize that . 
the article be cut in half to approximately twenty pages. 

NY 694-S* told them he could not assume responsibility -in. that 
regard, having no authority to dp so, and he suggested that the 
article be printed in full, despite its ^length. He stated that 
should ,they r cut the article dawn, to twenty pages, *it might lead 
tp a serious misunderstanding.

During the conversation with CHAO YI. MIN,

Solo is the code name for the operation involving our top 
informants, CG 5824-S and NY 694-S, as the liaison representatives 
between the Communist Party (CP), uSA, and top level leaders of the 
CPs of the Soviet Union and other Iron Curtain countries. 

NY 694-S went abroad on 2/3/60 in connection with Solo 
mission number four and returned to the United States on 3/10/60. 
While abroad, he contacted important functionaries of the Czecho¬ 
slovakian, Chinese and Soviet CPs from whom he obtained information 
of considerable' import, particularly concerning matters of current 
international interest. 

Despite being away from his wife and children for this 
extended period of time, infonnant, immediately upon return to 
New York, was interviewed at length regarding this mission and all 
important information developed has been obtained. This infoimation 
has been analyzed by the Bureau and disseminated with the Directors 
approval on a selective basis to high-ranking officials of our 
Government. ' 


I New York, by airtel 3/22/60, suggests that the Bureau may 
desire to express its appreciation to the infonnant for his unusual 
service by giving him a bonus payment of $1,000. 

OBSERVATIONS : 


It is to be observed that subsequent to Solo missions 
one and three, CG 5824-S was given a personal letter from the 
Director and a bonus payment of $1,000. There is no question but 
that Solo mission number four developed very important information 
and that the informant endangered his life in undertaking this 
mission.

consideration to providing financial assistance to the Communist Party of 
Puerto Rico (CPPR) upon receipt of a proposal outlining the exact akounts 
needed. He added that the Communist Party of Cuba has agree $ to organise 
a "Friends Committee" to assist the CPPR and this group would be. able to 
| furnish any immediate financial assistance needed by the CPPR. 

Mostovets also stated that the CPSU desires that the Communist 
Party, USA, send young Negro and Puerto Rican students to Moscow prior to 
September, 1960, to attend the Friendship of the Peoples 1 University in 
Moscow for a course to last about five .years. The travel expenses of the ■ 
students will be paid by the CPSU. A recent issue of the "Moscow News" 
stated that the above university is being organised under the auspices of .

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prospect is based on promises made in 1958. He explained that, the 
original request for financial assistance for the CPUSA was pre¬ 
sented to the Central Committee of tho Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union, (CPSU) in 1958; Ho wrote that he .had been informed 
that an international commission .of ail socialist countries who 
make contributions to a fund to assist other Communist Parties had 
to vote on the request. CHILDS indicated that the first money 
received did not arrive' until late 1958 or early 1959* _ 

Continuing, CHILDS indicated that if $200,000 is received 
in 1960, it will be earmarked as follows: 

$75,000 for "The Worker" 

$50,000 for gonoral Party work 
$40,000 for trade union concentration 
$25,000 for Negro work 
$10,000 for miscellaneous items, which 
includes travel expenses.- 

CHILDS also stated, that for the first time, the CPUSA has 
in its possession some of the money received from the socialist 
countries for ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG and International publishers. 
Further, that the CPSU has stated that if tho CPUSA wants to use 
some of this money for tho Party, it is all right to do so. 

Again per instructions of DENNIS, CHILDS told HALL that, » 
in round numbers, the CPUSA has $75,000 on. hand, and this includes 
the funds In the possession of ISAD0BE W0FSY. There was also a 
"reserve" of $75,G0O, but some of this money is not in this country 
at the present time but will bo’ received later. Again oh instruc¬ 
tions of DENNIS, CHILDS told HALL that of the sums received ,f£bm 
tho Soviet Union, at least, 25% has to be put away as a "reserve" 
until the Party can build up its "roserve", CHILDS also told HALL 
that up to the. present time, DENNIS had given the orders and/or 
permission for any expenditures of funds rebelved from the Soviet. 
Union, 

During this discussion, it was agreed that henceforth, 
any expenditures of sums .received from tho Soviet Union will have 
to be authorized by HALL, DENNIS, and CHIIDS. However, if it is 
not possible during some emergency for all three to meet,, then any 
one of tho three may, without prior consultation with the other 
two, authorize an expenditure of up to $1,000. Subsequently, the 
other two would be notified and the amouhfc would be taken, from the 
sums received from the Soviet Union. 
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CHILDS also indicated, that it nay take as many as ten 
trips a year to bring the money from the Soviot Union into the 
United States* Some of the money comes in from Canada*. Further¬ 
more* the Central Committee of the CPSU Trill only deal with certain 
persons in regard to financial matters. In Canada*. Till BUCK is 
the only person who con receive the money directly from tho Soviets. 

Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS 

EUGENE DENNIS supplemented the written statements of 
CHILDS* DENNIS said that the CPUSA is in worse shape financially 
at tho present time than-it was in the late 1940's and early 
1950's. DEMIS indicated in writing" that thero were times up to 
1956 when, the CPUSA had ;as much as $350,000 in reserve and* in addi¬ 
tion* had businesses and an income from tho funds handled by 
ISADORE WOFSY., 

DENNIS said, that from $100,000 : to, $150*000 was dissipated 
by the’ Right wing* certain leaders in the New York District*, and 
then by the ultra-Left* He said it is now necessary to build a- 
reserve that will not' be dissipated* 

Then DENNIS said that ho has talked with ISADORE WOFSY 
since the first of the yohr, and TfOFSY said that his annual income 
from his sources is now under $20*000* while the fund being 
handled by WOFSY is .being used up at the rate of $4*000 to $5,000 
per week. 

Remarks of GUS HALL 

GUS HALL said he understands the situation in regard to 
the receipt of funds from the Soviet Union. He stated he knows 
the difficulties involved and that it is necessary to be careful. 

Then HALL stated that it will be necessary to create a 
different atmosphere in the National Office of the CPUSA in regard 
to the handling of funds. He explained that there is presently an 
atmosphere in tho National Office that money will be made available 
by WOFSY for the asking. HALL cited the following individuals, as 
being primarily responsible for creating this atmosphere; JAMES 
JACKSON* WILLIAM L, PATTERSON* PHIL BART* IRVING POTASH; and 
CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, „ 

HALL reiterated that it is necessary to create a different 
atmosphere concerning funds. He cited an example to illustrate 
his point. He stated that recently he Issued orders that those 
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roceiving thoir salary from the National Of flee would receive only 
half pay. Shortly thereafter, tho Now York District coco la -with 
a big duos payment to tho Rational Offico. ROTH ROBERTS stated 
immodlatoly that with this money, it would how bo possiblo to pay 
dvoryono his full salary, ; 

Auditing Cosmittoo 

HALL 'said that thoro has to bo a different system for 
the control of funds. Ho said that there really has boon ine audit, 
and that tho Auditing Committoo will have to got to work. 

It woo then agreed that in tho noar futuro, an Auditing 
Committoo, consisting of MORRIS CHIIDS, JACK KLING,. and possibly 
IRVING HERMAN, dr, as an altornato. for HERMAN, HELEN WINTER, will 
look ovor tho national budget and will, try to Work, out ways and 
moans of raising money. 

12th-13.Realty. Corporation 

DENNIS stated that tho Party still has an interest in 
tho building on 12th Otroot, Ho stated that tho Party has an 
income of approximately $6,000 .a year from this building. DENNIS 
Also said that thoro- is an opportunity to soil this building, but 
somo, people boliovo that it would bo Wise to keep the building for 
another year br two* He said that, it might bp; possiblo to soil 
the building for approximately $250,000, Thoro is d mortgage of 
approximately $100,000. Thus, if the building wore sold, tho Party 
may have a not of $100*000 to $150,000 in cash. 

Discussion of M e thods to Rai oo Funds

HALLi said that, it Will be nocossary for tho Party .to Con** 
sidof the establishment of buoinoscos to raise money. Howpvbr* 
it will bo nocossary fd find specialists for thib purpose. Ho 
Said that PHIL' BART is not doing enough organizing to raiso funds, 
and. that ISAD0RE WOFSY has said that new blood is neiodod in tho 
Financo Committoo. EAZir said that it will bo nocossary to proparo 
a list of people and coo if it id possible, to obtain donations from 
those peoplo. Ho stated that he will see .somo persons of this 
typo', dipeuss the ^arty and Communion with thorn, and attempt to 
got donations from’then. He wont on to pay that other Party loadoro 
should also boo persona whoso .names will bo placed on this list. 

Them GUS BALL said that ho had asked BEN DAVIS if DAVIS 
wa is roco lying any money from FRANCES DAMON. DAVIS said that ho was 
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not. HALL said ho had loaxnod that DAKON said that ska had tried 
to coo DENNIS for nix nOnths, but was unablo to do so* DENNIS 
doniod this. Ho said ho had coon DAMON in July, and at that tlrao 
oho said that oho had aooo porsonal problccs, In general, DENNIS 
indicated by his fo'narko that: ho was thoroughly familiar with tho 
situation in fogaxd to DALON. 

It was agrcod at this mooting that tho Party oust try to 
obtain businos3 osports to advioo it in rogard to invootmbnto, 

Alooy that an offortnust bo nnriq to got pooplo to invest capital 
for party businoos ontorprioos, and that it is nocossory to havo 
tho ontiro Party organization try to raise toonoy., Furthor, that 
thoro hno to bo a strict control of tho Party budget and ospocially 
tho oxpondituras, Also, that onco ovbry throb months HALL, DENNIS, 
and CHILDS willmaot to discuss finoheoS. 

Eog.ua at that NORRIS CIIIIDS Novo to Nov' 

York City 

At, this point, HAUL asked CHILDS to novo from Chicago to 
Now York City, Ho. sold that CHILDS could, bb a big holp gonorally 
in Now York. CHIIDS conplainod that ho wad already being miouood 
by tho Party, Furthor, that ho has a job outoido the Party in 
Chicago- and that right now it would bo bettor from his personal 
standpoint if ho ot&yod in Chicago, HALL nskod if CHIIDS could 
got d tronsfor of his job assignment outside tho Party frost Chicago 
to Now York City, CHIIDS ropliod ho thought that it woo unfair to 
ask bin to do this and that this would bo taking unfair adyantago 
of Kin., Hb urged furthor consideration bo given to this nattor 
boforo ho is. asked. to novo from Chicago to Now York,; 

Tho Handling of Funds frpn physical 
and Bookkooplng Standpoints 

It was thon agreed that it will bo necessary to work out 
bookkeeping not hods for the ftumbling of. funds rocoivod from tho 
Soviot union into tho funds handled by ISADORE WOFSY and fron WQFSY 
into tho Party and- "Tho Workor". Ono possibility is tho prepara¬ 
tion of a list of nnnoa .of Individuals and tho securing of thoir 
porniooion to- list, thon. as contributors of .suns: of inonoy to tho 
Party, 

HALL also stated that ho. knows a Finnish wonan who dives 
in Upstato Now York* Ho said that aho knows. OTTO/KUUSINEN and 
his family* In tho past, a ho has hold funds for tho CPUSA. HALL 
said that ho wpuld nwoar by hpr, Ho puggostod that CHIIDS night 
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Want to consider using this Woman to act as a Courier, handlo 
funds, act no a depository for funds, otc. Both HALL and DENNIS 
said that they will try to got pobplo who. will work with CHILDS in 
tho handling of funds, act as couriers, etc. 

Discussion of ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG, of 
International Publishers, 'and. JOE FIELDS, 
of How Century Publishers 

** . 

Both HALL and DENNIS sthtod that ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG 
is still regarding International Publishers as h is personal business 
and personal property. Thoy statod that TRACHTENBERG has got to 
bo convinced that this is tho property of tho CPUSA. Thoy also 
statod that tho Party has a program for publications which TRACHTEN¬ 
BERG cannot stop* Thoy statod that an effort was made, to croato a 
committee, to look into International Publishers,. No ono Wanted 
to volunteer for this committoo except BEN DAVIS. HY LUHER 
objected to DAVIS as a member of this committee. HAUL said be 
told LUHER that it was incorrect' to object when a; Negro voluntaors 
for a committee, 

HALL also complained that TRACHTENBERG, who. also controls 
some funds resulting from the liquidation of tho Jefferson School 
of Social Science, would not oven authorize an expenditure from 
thoso funds for a telephone for a party school in New York, 

HALL complained that JOE FIELDS is a .’‘moss babk"; that 
is, FIELDS hap no initiative and sits bn his .behind most of tho; 
time. 


CHILDS said that hb agreed that TRACHTENBERG cannot con¬ 
tinue to operate International Publishers, as a private domain. 

CHILD3 stated, however, that TRACHTENBERG has complained that the 
Party leadership has not made him a member of even a minor com— 
mittoo, CHILDS suggested that since TRACHTENBERG is. an eld man, 
that TRACHTENBERG be treated, gently and be given some assignment 
to compensate for tho loss of exclusive control of tho affairs of 
International Publishers. 

Conclusion of tho Discussion bn 
CPUSA, Funds and Businesses 

This phaso of thio mooting was. concluded by DENNIS tolling 
HALL that ho now knows as much as DENNIS and CHILDS about tho 
financial situation in tho CPUSA. DENNIS said that he had boon 
anxious for HAUL to have this information. It was agrood that tho 




.financial matters discussed at thin mooting, especially ino infor- 
cation concerning tho recoipt of funds iron tho Soviet Union, will 
bo tho knowladgo of tho throe porsons. pdrobont at this mooting. 


II, FUNCTIONING OF TEE FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
Aim PEACE CONHISaiON OF. TOE CPUSA 


CHILDS started: tho discussion of tho cocond item on tho 
ogonda by stating that ho had hoard that soap pooplo had Raised tho 
question as to tho usefulness of tho Forbign Affairs and Poaco 
Commission of tho CPUSA, of which.DENNIS has boon tho Chairman .and 
CHILDS tho Socrotary. CHILDS said ho had also hoard that HALL was 
in agreement with. thoaO. who opposed this commission, 

HALL Yoplicd and said that it is truo that lio is’ opposod 
to this commission.- Ho otatod ho did not soo any hood for' tho 
commission. Ho bald that for tho mbst parti this commission has 
boon composed of armchair philosophers, such as ABE HAGIL, .JIH 
ALLEN, JOE HONTH, otc. HALL also statod ho folt, that foreign 
affairs arc; so impost ant that they should bo considorod by the 
Eocrotariat and/or tho. National Exocutivo Commit too. 

DENNIS said ho thought that it was not proper for HiLL 
to make tho statement that hO was opposod to the Forolgn Affairs * 
ond Peaeb Cemmissibn without, first discussing tho commission and 
its. functions, with him. DENNIS said it was because of this that 
ha had rbfused. to agroo to continue to soryo on this commission. 

CHILDS then diScuosod how the Forolgn Affairs and Peace 
Commission .operated in tho past. He .said that as Socrotary of this 
commission, ho had made reports to tho National Executive Committee 
tmd at other mootings. Ho said that though tho efforts of this 
commission/ the CPUSA has established contacts with tho major 
Communist Pariios throughout tho world,. Ho also stated that if 
ESN DAVIS said that this' commission was tho porsonal arm of GENE 
DENNIS, thon ii was an orrpr on the port of HALL hot to dony this 
allegation and to point Out that as a result of tho efforts of this 
commission, tho CPUSA has earned the respect of the Communist 
Partlos Of the Soviet Union, China, Czechoslovakia, and, inifact, 
of Communist Parties tho world oyor. 

HALL then stated ho fOlt that tho things CHILDS was talk¬ 
ing .about — that is, tho relationship of tho CPUSA with othor 
.Communist Portion — should hot be diccuscod in a largo commission 
such as tho International Affairs and Poaco Commission has boon.

Therefore, bo propocod that tho largo International Affairs and. 
Ponce Commission ho abolished. Howovor, thofo should be a snail, 
oecrot commission which will doal with tho relationship of tho 
CPUSA with other Portion, contacts bdtwoon the CPUSA with other 
Parties, otc. Whilo this would bo ncocrot commission inside tho 
CPUSA, its composition would ho known to other Communist Partioa. 

DENNIS and CHILDS agreed with this proposal of HALL. It 
was ngrood that this pdcrot comlsaieu will bo known Os the inter¬ 
national Affairs Commission. It will act id behalf of tho. Secre¬ 
tariat of. tho CPUSA, hut without consulting tho Secretariat, 
ozcopt in soao instances when combers of the Soerotariat nay bo 
contactod on an individual basis. EUGENE DENNIS, will bo tho 
Chairman, MOBEIS QHIID3 tho secretary, and GUS HALL a nonbar of 
this' commission. Thoro nay or nay not ho a largo International 
Affairs' and Ponca Commission in addition to this snail International 
Affairs Commission, 


III. MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS OF XHFONUATIOH 
, FHOU KOIffilS .CHILDS _ _ 


CLARENCE HATHAWAY 

CHILDS saved a "bomb-sholl n for tho last item on tho. 
agenda. CHILDS stated ho had loarnod, without, naning his source, 
that when, tho Contra! Comaittoo- of tho CPSU rocoivod the nnnoa of 
mombors oloctod to tho National Committee of tho CPUSA, tho follow¬ 
ing connant was mado: Tho archives of tho Control Committee of tho 
CPSU rofloct that CLAHENCE HATHAWAY was a spy for tho FBI in 1920; 
that ho was coon in contact with an FBI Agont in 1941 in Pitts¬ 
burgh, and that in 1947 ho was in Contact with and speaking to an 
FBI Agont in San Francisco. 

This otatoednt by CHILDS all but knockod out both DENNIS 
and HALL. DENNIS, said he had not slept tho night boforp. Now ho 
knows that ho will not sloop for tho rest of tho wdok. Ho also, 
stated that ho would not be ablo to nako the sain roport. at the 
sooting of the National Cdnittoo in 'Chicago. HALL said bp thought 
ho night nako anothor trip to California. 

HALL said that a coating of tho secretariat and invited 
guosts is sohodulod to bo hold on. Monday, March 14, I960, and that 
CLAUDE UGHTFOOT has already' boon askod to como in to KOw York City 
for tho mooting, Tho main itoa on tho agonda was to hayo boon tho 
composition of tho National Executive Coamittoo and, of courso. 
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CLARENCE HATHAWAY was being considered for the National Executive 
Committee; HALL said that it may be necessary to change the 
invitations to this meeting of the Secretariat or to postpone a 
discussion of the selections for: the- National Executive Committee. 

HAtL then stated that in a recent conversation with 
ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN,- aho said that recently the wife, of ARNOLD 
JOHNSON said to. her: You have named CIARENCE HATHAWAY as the leader 
of' the New; York District. . Doyou know that he was. once, accused 
of being an agent of the FBI? FLYNN said that she told lirs. 

JOHNSON not‘to saythisto anyone else orhhe would accuse .her of 
spreading rumors about HATHAWAY, 

BALL said that' after his conversation with FLYNN, be. 
attended ah anniversary party for CLARENCE HATHAWAY. At this 
party, HATHAWAY took a drink, supposedly-for the- first, time" in 
sixteen years. HALL said that in'the presence of HATHAWAY*s wife, 
VERA, he told CLARENCE that the other day someone had said that 
HATAHWAY is. -an agent of the FBI.. HALL- said he now' recalls that 
neither CLARENCE nor VERA; HATHAWAY reacted in any manner to this 
statement* Thai is, that neither became indignant nor laughed it 
off as a joke. • . 

In writing, DENNIS said; tfe are in- a hell of a fin. We 
have to use a cleaver, but we cannot use it now. Should wo chop 
off. his head now and lose the Now York District? It looks like 
the. Loft has hot given up on the New York District.- HALL .‘agreed, 
with the lost statement by DENNIS. HALL said 'that despite the 
fact that DAVIS was persuaded not, to- fight to be re-elected Chair- 1 
man of the New York District, the other day DAVIS walked into the 
National Office and announced that ho is now the Chairman of -the 
Harlem Section of the New York District. HALL asked, Can you 
imagine, DAVIS going down,, to a Section to be olecited Chairman? 

DENNIS then stated that he how recalled that in about' 
1939 or 1940, LEON. JOSEPHSON was assigned to conduct an investiga¬ 
tion of CLARENCE HATHAWAY. At that time, the charges esainst 
HATHAWAY were drunkenness, carousing with women; and a story that 
in 1919-1920 HATHAWAY was a private detective.. That is, in 1919- 
1920, HATHAWAY had worked for a detective agency and during this 
period most detoctive agencies did strike breaking investigations. 
DEMIS said that during this investigation, someone had talked to 
HATHAWAY'S first wife, and she verified that HATHAWAY had.forked' 
for a detective agency and. she gave the name of the agency. An 
effort was made to verify the' information with the detective agency 
but by this time it bad gone out of existence* However, the 
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LaFollott Civil Liberties Committee had compiled a list of dates-* . 
tivo agoncios which had done strike-breaking Work and the name of 

- the dotoctlvo agoncy for which HATHAWAY allegedly Worked appeared 
on this Hot. By infiltrating tho LaFollott Civil Libortioo Com-- 
nit tod, the Communist Party had boon ablo to cenpilo a list of tho 
names of 3,500 pooplo who woro suppocod to bo "apioa", private 
dotoctivos, otriko breakers, otc. Howovor, HATHAY/AY's nano .did 
not appear on this list and nothing over rooultod from tho, investi¬ 
gation conducted by LEON. J03EPHS0N in 1930-1940. 

- DENNIS then stated .that' In 1943* BATEAWAY .absconded with 
same money and ran off to Arizona with soao. woman. It was at that 
tine that HATHAWAY was expollod from the Communist Party. DENNIS 
said that the. Party loadordhip was of tho, opinion at that timo that 
thoro was something wrong with- HATHAWAY and that perhaps there 
should havo boon a follow-through on tho old charges against him. 

GVS HALL oskod> Why dooo tho CPSN raise this problem 
now? They have givoh ud a."hot potato" and wo cannot ignore it. 

Ko then asked, Didn't 1 wo publicize HATHAWAY*o name when ho was 
takon back into tho, Communist Party a fow yoars ago? DENNIS said 
that thoro had. boon no publicity when HATHAWAYS membership was 
reinstated. Thus, when he was nOmdd to tho National Comnittoo of 
the CPUSA j tho CPSU must hayd chocked its records on him. 

HALL and DEMIS agrood that they will have to try to 
koop HATHAWAY from gaining membership on -tho National. Executive 
Commit too i HALL said that ho will have to talk to HATHAWAY. Ho 
may toll HATHAWAY that soiso forty people havo complained that 
HATHAWAY may bo a spy for thoPBI, If only a couplo of pooplo 
had made this allegation, tlwn.it might be Ignored*. But some, 
forty pooplo cannot bo ignorod. Doth HALL and DENNIS agrood that 
while thoy will have to put a stop to HATHAWAY'S climb to the 
loadorship of tho Party, they Will havo to lay tho ground work 
for a change-over’ in tho leadership of the New York District. 
Hoanwhllo, an effort Will bo made, to Restrain HATHAWAY. 

At about this point In tho discussion, DENNIS exclaimed, 
"I am Sick’'. 


CHILDS stated ho romemborod that IRVING HERMAN hod 
questioned the soloctiOn of CLARENCE HATHAWAY as a taonbor -of tho 
National Commlttoo and as Chairman of tho Now York District in 
view of the circumstances surrounding the expulsion Of HATHAWAY 
- from tho Party. CHILDS .said, ho had mentioned HERMAN'S comments 
to PHIL-BART. BALL stated, I know this, BART told mo. It was 
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than decided to call IRVING HERMAN into the National Oiffice of the 
CPUSA. to ascertain if H5SH&N has any Information concerning 
HATHAWAY and, If no, why ho did not raise it previously with the 
National Offico. 

During this discussion, it was- brought out that LEON 
JOSEPHSON and .ARNOLD JOHNSON are closo personal friends. Since 
JOHNSON was a candidate for the,chairmanship of the New York Dis¬ 
trict, JOSEPHSON might have told him about the prior Investigation 
of HATHAWAY and JOHNSON may have* in some .manner, brought this to 
the attention .of the CPSU.. 

HALL then recalled, that when ho was on the West coast 
recantly, he talked with BURT NELSON at a mooting of National Com¬ 
mittee xnombors from the West coast. NELSON had stated that ho 
had previously crossed over tho bordor and bad soon TIM BUCK, who 
was on a cross-country tour of Canada, NELSON said that BUCK had 
asked about the election of HATHAWAY to tho National Committee, 
NELSON said that BUCK stated that thoro were some questions about 
HATHAWAYS suspicious role after World War I. BUCK stated, In 
fact, X may have been the one who first raised the issue at that 
time. NELSON said he told BUCK that he did not know anything about 
this. 


This concluded tho discussion about CLARENCE HATHAWAY 
at this mooting. 

Biographies of Bombers of the National 
Committoo of tho CPUSA for tho CPSU 

CHILDS then fold HALL and DENNIS that ho .had loomed that 
the Central Committee of the CPSU wants biographies of members of 
tho National Committee of the CPUSA. HALL said, Here we go again. 
Then he commented that he did apt know tho backgrounds of many of 
tho members of the National Committoo. EUGENE DENNIS also admitted 
this fact. . ' 


It was. thon decided that MORRIS CHILDS, PHIL BART, and 
JACK KLXNG will try to obtain biographies of the members of tho 
National Committee at tho meeting .of tho National Committee in 
Chicago oh March. 25-27, 1960, The members of the National Committee 
will bo told that this information is for the National Office of 
the Communist Party - USA; 

Overseas Trip of JOS NORTH 

Both HALL and DENNIS told CHILDS that they want him to 



lot tho CPSU know that JOS NORTH, who has a passport , will cover 
both tho summit mooting and President EISENHOWER’a trip to tbo 
Soviot Union for "Tho Wether”, Tho suggestion should bo inado that 
NORTE bo permitted to be in Moscow by May Pay* .

To- the informant 1 s inquiry, CHAO replied,

i&nbassador to Czechoslovakia is "sick in the head" 
and unlikely to retain his position very long. 

The informant believes there may be some 
connection between "the sickness in the head" allegations 
with respect to Chinese leaders and the present alleged 
"cult of the personality" problem concerning MAO, 
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.. TITO AND NEHRU ARE CAUSES OF DISAGREEMENT 
BETWEEN THE; CPSU AND THE CHINESE CP, TITO

, The Soviet "Union, had presented identical 

- limousines to NASSER and IfASSIM, both cars having 
presumably bullet proof glassi Prom NASSER the Yugoslav 
colonel ascertained that there was a vulnerable spot 
in the glass which a bullet could penetrated With the 
assistance of NASSER*s agents^ the Yugoslav colonel 
arranged for an assassin to be in a, position where he 
could shoot KASSIM, as the latter seated himself in 
his limousine. At the moment when the assassin was in 
a position to, flr.e a shot at KASSIM, thd latter walked 
away from the car instead of entering it; The aforesaid 
plot was exposed' by secret Soviet agents in Iraq'. 

CHAO concluded by saying that on the surface 
cordial relations exist between the CP of China and the 
GPSU. In the economic field, there Areiio problems. 
Yugoslavia, however, is responsible fpr some, of the- 
differences between the CPSU and the UP of China.

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NY 694-S returned to the United States on 3-10-60 following the 
fourth Solo mission to Prague, Czechoslovakia, and the Soviet Union. My 
memorandum 3 - 11-60 set forth the highlights of information received by the 
informant during this mission. The Director noted that dissemination of 
this information should be expedited on receipt of details. 


By airtels 3-13-60, New York advised of the following information 
from NY 694-S. Soviet officials .stated that the Communist Party of the 
} Soviet Union (CPSU) desires to re-establish normal relations with Yugo- 
| slavia so that that country might" be "neutralized as a buffer" and a dis¬ 
cussion has been held by the Soviets and the Yugoslavians regarding this i 
matter. The Chinese communists are opposing the re-establishmerit of this 
relationship because they feel the Yugoslavs are "revisionists." The J 

opposition of the Chinese communists was verified by Chao Yi Min,, member of J 
the Central Committee of the CP of China with whom informant talked in 
Prague. Chao accused Tito and his agents of engaging in anticommunist tac¬ 
tics in the Near East. He alleged that Tito could not establish a relation- J 
ship with Iraq similar- to that in Egypt and had plotted with Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, President of the United Arab Republic, to assassinate Abdel pl-Kassenji 
i~ Premier of Iraq. The plot was never fulfilled and was exposed by Soviet 
agents in Iraq. 


( The informant was told in Moscow that another disagreement in the 
CPSU revolves around Nehru of India. The Chinese consider Nehru to be a 
<confused .nationalist and a weakling who is tending toward U. S.. imperialism.
